I think our city has a distinct per- 


sonality in at least one respect—it is 
the best-lighted town in Arkansas, 
and tourists arc struck by this fact 
when approaching after nightfall. 


But by daylight wo are not so for- 


tunate, and there arc several little 
things we might do, without much ex- 
pense, to give visitors by day the 
same favorable impression they re- 
ceive at night.

sull pulled another ace from his sleeve 
early Sunday and sailed for points 
unknown aboard a grimy Greek tramp 
steamer which he had chartered.

st:amer Maiotis sailed again at 1:25 
a. in. without being required to tell 
the Greek government where it is 
going.

Port authorities demanded only 
that he enter no Greek ports, to which 
Insull could readily be expected to 
agree. 


While il was widely believed he. was 


headed probably for Abyssinia, which 
is just east of the Suez canal, he ob- 
viously gained a trump trick by not 
being required to tell where he is 
goint'.

WASHINGTON - (ff>) — The Bank- 


head compulsory cotton control bill 
was passed 251 to 114 by the house 
Monday. 


It now goes to the senate. 
Democratic leaders were surprised 


by the margin of passage having ex- 
pected a close vote. 


Designed to stabilize prices, the ad- 


ministration measure would limit pro- 
duction in the coming cotton year to 
10 million bales and levy a tax of SO 
per cent of the mauket value on the 
staple produced in excess of quotas 
allocated to the producers. 
. Termed an emergency measure, it 
would have a life of two years and 
could be extended a third year by 
presidential proclamation. 


A short time later the house passed 


the McDuffie-Tydings 
Philippine in- 


dependence bill and sent it to the 
senate. It would grant the Philippines 
until October 1 to organize a republic; 
There was no record vote on the 
measure, which has administration api 
proyal. 


Check Vets' Increase 


WASHINGTON — (fp) — President 


Roosevelt Monday called for figures 
on the. increases in veterans' allow- 
ances and government salaries voted 
in congress, and was told that the 
sum is 288 million dollars above the 
budget allowances.

While he expressed no opinion, the 


president is believed unfavorable-'to, 
this increase.

U. S. to Loan to Industry 


WASHINGTON-^—A plan, ap- ' 


proved by President Roosevelt, tor" 
extending long-time government cred- 
it to private industry was submitted 
to congressional leaders Saturday with 
word that on Monday President Roose- 
velt formally will recommend its en- 
actment. 


Regional banks would be set up in 


each' Federal Reserve district, capital- 
ized by the govtmment at ?140,000,000, 
for loans direct to industry or through 
banks, with the latter guaranteeing 
20 per cent of them. 


Governor Black of the Federal Re- 


serve Board submitted the plan in 
tentative form to Chan-man Fletcher 
and Steagall of the Senate and House 
Banking Committees. Only 
a few 


hours earlier, the senate committee 
had held up action on an alternative 
plan submitted by the Reconstruction 
Corporation. 


Foresees Trade Stimulus 


Fletcher said Black was confident 


$300,000,000 could be pumped into in- 
dustry under the plan. Il could be 
put into operation, he added, as soon 
as congress gave the word. 


He predicted, Fletcher told news- 


papermen, that the proposal would 
start a number of new industries 
which are only awaiting a, supply of 
credit and would "give a lot of new 
employment" 


Original capital for the banks would 


be furnished by the Treasury, Fletch- 
er said, out of profits from gold de- 
valuation. The banks would have au- 
thority, however, to issue debentures 
to obtain additional capital.

WASHTNGTON.-A spy scare usual- 
ly makes a swell story.

. zie-Kennedy. an aviation expert who 
is suing the navy for $00,000 and says 
our air forces, are inferior to those of 
foreign powers. 


Rear, Admiral S, J. King, chief of 


the bureau of. aeronautics, U. S* N,,, 
tola the House subcommittee which 
whitewashed the navy of airplane con- 
tract improprieties that the naval in- 
telligence service hadn't been, able to 
find out anything, about MacKenzie- 
Kannedy. That's too bad. He's an in- 
teresting specimen. 


Kennedy was the tilth man to fly. 


He flew 50- yards in< his natwie Scot- 
land in 1906. Then he pioneered avi- 
ation in Russia for 10 years, building 
up the imperial air service- 


In the war he built what then, was 


the world's biggest airplane for the 
British government. 


He invented the tail-gun fighter 


bomber warplane, which cost him and 
his American backers $359,000. Eng- 
land paid him- $156,000- for the patents 
and. has about 75 such planes. 


Kennedy heard the navy was using 


the ail-gun principle- on its. huge "se- 
cret plane," the experimental: Hall 
aluminum flying boat, and came-here 
to sue for alleged infringement to re- 
imburse himself-and his backers. 


His Survey of World Aviation for 


War, showing America behind in most 
respects, attracted the attention of 
Chairman Ross Collins of the House 
military committee, who made it a 
public record. 


Collins suggested the naval subcom- 


mittee contact Kennedy. It did. Then 
the navy voiced its suspicions and spy 
charges were hurled at him by com- 
mitteemea. Only McFarlane of Texas 
voted against barring his evidence 
from the record. 


Who's This Johnson? 


Attorney General Cummings isn't 


the brightest boy in the cabinet He 
phoned Senator Hiram Johnson the 
other day, asking him to attend a 
White House conference on the NRA 
at 3 p. m. 


Half an hoar later he phoned again.

What is a "spoiled" child and 


how does he get that way? For 
the answers read the article below 
by Olive Roberts Barton.

Strange how old names fit. 
The 


word "spoiled" in regards to the way- 
ward and unpleasant child suits so 
well that no modern could invent a 
better one It opments will produce 
ill-temper, over-contrariness, and poor 
conduct of every sort. 


Many are the causes. 
It would be difficult to decide which 


should be mentioned first. 


The answer, if anyone were to ask 


for one- off-hand, is that the child has 
had his "own way" too much. It is 
probably to a certain extent the re- 
verse. I have tried to show that cer- 
tain natural developments will produce 
ill-temper, over-contrariness, and poor 
conduct of every sort. 


But it is true-to- this extent. Parents 


themselves often "condition" 
their 


children to certain demands, and then 
when they insist on the same things 
later, the easiest way is to give in and 
let them have their way, although it 
might be called "our way" as we are 
responsible, 


How "Spoiling" Starts 


We take them to a movie and let 


them stay up an hour after bedtime. 
Next nighit they want to stay up and 
even perhaps demand the movie too. 
If it is done often they will show tem- 
per very likely. Bedtime becomes def- 
initely postponed and ther is a scene 
if it isn't.

Effect of Excitement 


Another reason for the "spoiled" 


Excitement here 
means too much artificial stimulant to 
brain centers that should get their 
satisfaction from normal daily life 
and normal play. This does not mean 
that the child cannot get happily or 
even boisterously excited. But the ex- 
citement that too many tiny children 
are subjected to today, are movies, 
fast-moving cars, too much noise, and 
a general hurly burly that conditions 
them to a craving for the abnormal, 
or more adult experiences. There are 
many ''spoiled" children who whine 
contnually for such stimulus and who 
lose interest in more siuUiblij play. 


The life of the 
pre-school 
child 


should be simple, active, companion- 
able and healthy. Health has a lot to 
do with disposition. And here it must 
be mentioned that sickness induces a 
mother very naturally to "give in" 
and therefore find a spoiled child on 
her hands later. 


A precocious or very smart child 


can be spoiled by exploiting him be- 
fore others and accenting 'self" until 
it becomes overconscious and 
de- 


manding. It is repetition of exciting 
experience that spoils a child. Every 
child has the unusual happen occa- 
sionally. Life can't go on even with 
little children without some breaks in 
routine, and joyous occasions marked 
with red letters. But when it is re- 
peated too often and the expectancy j 
set we inevitably have trouble.

Measles Time Returns as Spring 


Approaches. 


This is the first of two articles 


l>y Dr. Morris Fishhclu cm mea- 
sles and how to attack this dis- 
ease. 


Look out for measles at this time 


of year. 


Late winter and early spring is the 


seat-on for the disease, so it requires 
especial attention by parents and city 
health officials. 


Recently, it has been rather well es- 


tablished that measles can be pre- 
vented, when cases occur in schools 
or in families, by injecting the re- 
maining children, who have been ex- 
posed, wit hthe serum or fluid matter 
taken from the blood of those who 
have recovered from the disease. 


The best lime to take this serum is 


from seven to nine days after the tem- 
perature cf the sick child has become 
normal. 


One of the latest pieces of research 


in modern medical science is an at- 
tempt to develop a dried serum which 
will have the necessary powers for 
pi-L-ventinfi measles, and which can be 
kept easily available for use when re- 
quired 


II seems likely that such a product 


will become available in the near fu- 
ture. 


There were, in the patt, very few 


people who grew up without having 
had measles. Apparently only about 
1 to 2 per cent of us .seem to be nat- 
urally resistant to the disease. Almost 
everyone, therefore, succumbs to mea- 
sles when once exposed to it. 


Infection rarely occurs among in- 


fants, because they have some natural 
lesistance which they get from -their 
muthurs. However, as the child grows 
(,lrlor that resistance disappears. 


Rarely, indeed, can you have the 


measles twice, because oncu you have 
re-covered from the disease, you seem 
to have in your body a great deal of 
the resistance substance. 


For this reason, it has been suggest- 


ed that, when the serum from a per- 
son who has recovered from the dis- 
ease i;; no tavailable, you mifht use 
the- serum from any grown-up ber- 
son, who had measles in youth, as a 
substance fur inoculation to prevent 


The cause of measles has not been 


found, but. enough is known about the 
disease to permit its control with suit- 
able co-operation by the public.

"In this age of plans," II Ducc de- 


clared, "I want to lay before you a 
plan not for five years or 10 years but 
[or 60 years, carrying on to the Twen- 
ty-first century, at which time Italy 
will have the primacy of the world.

'Italy has no future in the West and 


North. Her future lies to the East and 
South in Asia and Africa. The vast 
resources of Africa must be valorized 
and Africa brought within the civiliz- 
ed circle. 


'Our objectives have their jutifica- 


lion in geography and history. Of all 
the great occidental powers of Europe 
the nearest to Africa and to Asia is 
Italy.

From the time the seeds are plant- 


ed until the crops are harvested, they 
we menaced constantly by insects and 
diseases. 
Fortunately our scientists 


have devised effective remedies. 


Diseases once threatened to wipe 


<rtrt the growing of 
certain of our 


most highly prized vegetable crops, 
but control measures have been found 
and we have- gone right along pro- 
ducing good crops. 


There are two 
main 
classes of 


diseases—these that work inside the 
plant and choke or clog the tissues. 
and the leafspots and the rusts that 
mainly attack 
the 
outside of the 


plants. There arc two main groups 
of insects—the chewing insects that 
eat the foilage and stems of plants, 
and the sucking insects that sap the 
inner juices of the plants. 


The gardener can spray or dust 


poisons over his potatoes or his beans,

poison along with the leaves and bo 
killed. But you cannot kill the suck- 
ing insects that way, for they stick 
their beaks right into the tissues of 
the plants, and suck tho sap without 
eating any of the outside. 


The gardener must resort to con- 


tact poisons to control these pests.

Dusts and Sprays 


Aphids, or plant lice, are common 


sucking insects. Others are the squash 
bugs and harlequin cabba'ge 
bug. 


There are almost as many kinds as 
there are kinds of garden plants.

Nicotine dust or nicotine sprays are 


the more common remedies. The nic- 
otine dust kills on coming in con- 
tact with the aphids. 


The nicotine spray, 
consisting of 


nicotine sulphate (a black oily liquid) 
1 teaspoonful, laundry soap 1 ounce, 
and water 1 gallon, also kills by con- 
tact. Warm the water enough to dis- 
solve the soap, then add the nicotine 
sulphate, stir, and spray immediately, 
being certain to get plenty of tho 
spray on the under sides of the leaves 
where the insects arc working. 


The nicotine dust can be bought at 


the seed store and should be dusted 
on the under sides of the leaves when 
the temperature of the air is above 70 
degrees and when it is calm, so that 
the dust will not blow away. 


Bordeaux Mixture 


Rusts, leafspot, and other diseases 


that attack the outer covering of the 
foliage and stems of tomatoes, beans, 
celery, and other garden plants, often 
can be prevented by spraying with 
bordeaux mixture, which is a com- 
bination of blucstone and lime dis- 
solved in water. 


Spraying with bordeaux will not 


cure leaf diseases after they have be- 
come established. The spray must be 
put on in advance 
to protect the 


plants. 


Virus diseases, the kind that work 


in the roots and sap of the plants, can- 
not be controlled by any treatment. 


The main point for the gardener to 


remember is that he is bound to have 
certain insect and disease 
troubles 


and that he must provide the neces- 
sary poisons to protect his crops,
